FOREVER A CHAMP-Joseph Paul DiMaggio, 
one of the two highest-salaried performers in 
baseball, grabbed another claim to sports im- 
mortality last year by becoming the eighty- 
eighth among about 30,000 major-league base- 
ball players since 1876 to make 2,000 hits. 

“Jolting Joe” accomplished this feat while he 
was in the worst slump of his brilliant twelve- 
year career in organized baseball. Even though 
DiMaggio was having trouble shoving the ball 
around with his usual authority, many of the 
pitchers that Joe faced in a day’s work were and 
are of the opinion that DiMag, whether he is in a 
slump or not, is the most dangerous man in either 
league to have at the plate when there are men 
on base. 

As far as Hank Greenberg, general manager 
of the Cleveland Indians, is concerned, DiMag- 
gio' is the greatest ball player he has ever seen. 
“He can hit, throw and run,” says Greenberg, 
“and do a lot of other things you wouldn’t nor- 
mally expect from a long distance hitter— things 
only the baseball people appreciate. Ted Wil- 
liams may have the percentage on Joe at the 
bat, but Joe is the better all-around player. He’ll 
go from first to third, for example, on the kind 
of ball nobody would expect a guy of his size 
to run on. And, all of these things he does auto- 
matically.” 

This past season also held something else in 
store for The Clipper. Because of a serious hole 
in the defense at first base, Casey Stengel, the 
Yankee manager, decided to use Jolting Joe at 
first! 

Joe DiMaggio believes in clean living and 
right thinking. This belief has helped him to 
pile up such records as appearing on eleven all- 
star teamsjhitting safely in fifty-six consecutive 
games or twelve more than any other major 
league player had ever done; amassing 317 
home runs and batting in 1,344 runs up to the 
1949 season; and maintaining a lifetime batting 
average of .331.

LARCENY ON THE GRIDIRON - Before the 
football rules underwent a more stricter inter- 
pretation, a player could do anything he wanted 
to do, or, at least, try to do anything he wanted. 
In 1898, Arthur Poe, spindly, scrappy Prince- 
ton football star, won the game against a pow- 
erful Yale aggregation by diving into a pileup, 
ripping the ball out of a Yale boy’s hands and 
madcapping it down the field for a ninety-five 
yard touchdown. The act was outright larceny 
but the rules of the time said the touchdown 
was legal. We wus robbed!

PAST GLORY— When Amos Alonzo Stagg mas- 
terminded the mighty football legions of Chi- 
cago University, many called him the greatest 
coach that ever paced nervously before the 
bench during a game. His teams were the 
scourge of the football battlefields and Stagg 
was right behind these mammoths, directing 
and encouraging. Then, Chicago declined in 
football strength and coach Stagg went to other 
schools where he again performed with bril- 
liance. However, time was marching on and, 
soon, the grand man of football became the 
grand old man of football. 

Now, in the twilight of his career, Amos Alon- 
zo Stagg is helping his son coach football at 
Susquehanna College, The old master must 
have felt strange when, on one cold, bleak Win- 
ter’s day in 1949, a City College eleven blasted 
his team to its knees under a beating that saw 
the City gridders score 59 points while Susque- 
hanna never once crossed the goal line. It also 
happens that City College never has had a foot- 
ball team worth talking about since the twen- 
ties and had just come out of a streak where 
they had never scored a touchdown against 
their opponents for three years! 

Imagine what Amos Alonzo Stagg was think- 
ing about as his team was being rolled in the 
dust. How he must have wished for one of his 
good old teams ! 


* * * 

R I D I N G H I G H —Because he has ridden so many 
winners, Eddie Arcaro, one of the best known 
and respected jockeys in the business today, 
has created a following of fans that bet on any 
horse he is on. Of course, Eddie can’t always 
bring them home first so some of the fans are 
disappointed and let TSddie know it with their 
boos. However, no one can boo the record that 
Arcaro has compiled. 

He is the only man to be on four Kentucky 
Derby winners and two Triple Crown cham- 
pions.
